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Note 5: Applicant's amendment has overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections of claims 14, 17, 18, and 27-33; it has also overcome the 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claims 1, 8, 13, and 22 as anticipated by Horikawa et al. (US 4,884,259). 

Note 1 1 : Applicant's argument is that because Applicant is unfamiliar with the term "phasic synchronism" used by Satoh, and because a 
Google search by Applicant for this exact phrase produced only four "hits," Satoh must not be controlling the rotational speed of the media 
as required by the claim. This argument is not persuasive. Clearly the term is a simple variant of "phase synchronization." This term or 
variants on it are commonly used in the art to denote the necessity of matching disc speed and write or read frequency. Thus when Satoh 
states "the rotation starting point pulse *d' is fed to a disc drive motor driving circuit 28 so as to control the phasic synchronism of the disk 
drive motor 23," it is more than apparent to one of ordinary skill in the art that Satoh is using the sensed frequency to control the disc drive 
motor to control the speed of the disc in order to synchronize it with the writing or reading operation, which is exactly what Applicant 
discloses. To specifically respond to Applicant's argument that a search for the exact term "phasic synchronism" resulted in only four hits 
on Google, the Examiner notes that this hardly constitutes a complete search, and by example, notes that searching for variants of the 
word "phase" near to variants on the word "synchronize" in the U.S. Patent database results in more than 29,000 hits: more than 2,000 of 
these in the specific area of magnetic or optical disc drives. 
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
